The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Art Unit: 1762 

The present claims are allowed over the closest reference: Duerr (US Patent 
5,512,618). 

Duerr discloses a liquid adhesive composition for manufacturing corrugated 
paperboard, consisting essentially of: an effective amount of a starch whose chemical 
composition is characterized by having a substantially straight-chain configuration; a 
suspension-enhancing agent which includes a synthetic liquid polymer component that 
is a copolymer based upon an acrvlic-acid monomer and an aromatic monomer 
substituted with an acrvlate compound , and includes an effective amount of the alcohol- 
ester coalescing agent 2,2,4-trimethyl-1,3-pentanediol mono(2-methylpropanoate), and 
which polymer component is emulsifiable in the composition, and is capable of 
enhancing suspension of such starch; water; and with the overall composition including 
between 0.5%-1 .0% by weight of the suspension-enhancing agent, between 21 .5- 
25.5% by weight of the starch, and between 73.5-78% by weight of the water (claim 1 ). 

Thus, Duerr does not teach or fairly suggest the claimed adhesive composition 
comprising an amount of an adhesive and an amount of at least one additive, wherein 
the additive comprises: a. at least one homopolymer of an alpha beta-unsaturated 
monocarboxylic acrylic acid having 3-5 carbon atoms, b. or at least one copolymer 
thereof with at least one alkyi, the at least one homo- or copolvmer beino cross-linked 
with a cross-linking agent which is a polyfunctional alkylalkylene or a polyfunctional 
alkyalkylidene monomer containing at least two terminal methylene CH2=C groups, and 
having a molecular weight of between 0.05 billion Dalton- 100 billion Dalton . 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
